speed wererequired, Thus we find ihe Montigoy
firing 8ix ronnde lu twominutes, comprising 222 hal-
tets, giving 155 hits, which the 12-ponnder bregon-
loader fred pine rouuds, giving 1242 oollets, of
which only 166 hit the turget. In this comparison
the Montigoy placed seventy-three cavalry or e'ghty-
fonr Infantry hAors de combad, nnd the fleld gun
sevenly-two cavalry or seventy-nine infaoiry, Woe
thereforo see the Montigny making newrly ns many
hits with 98¢ bullets as the 12-ponnder feld gun with
1248 buileta, and the eMect on troops I8 &light'y in
favor of the witrsilleuse.
